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Wisconsin Medicaid will no longer reimburse
claims submitted for newborns under the
mother’s identification number

With the implementation of the Health
Insurance Portability and Accountability
Act of 1996 (HIPAA) in October 2003,
providers will be required to indicate a
newborn’s identification number on
Medicaid claims. Providers will no longer
be allowed to use the mother’s Medicaid
identification number on claims for
services provided to a newborn 10 days
of age or less on the date of service. A
future Wisconsin Medicaid and
BadgerCare Update will notify providers
of the specific effective date for this
change.

Newborn Medicaid identification
numbers

With theimplementation of the Health
Insurance Portability and Accountability Act of
1996 (HIPAA) in October 2003, providerswill
be required to indicate a newborn’s
identification number on Medicaid claims.
Wisconsin Medicaidwill nolonger reimburse
claims submitted for newborns 10 days of age
or less on the date of service with the mother’s
Medicaididentification number. Loca diagnosis
code“M11” for CMS 1500 claimsand
occurrence codes “50” and “51” for UB-92
claimsthat are used for mother/baby claimswill
no longer be applicable. Providersare
encouraged to begin submitting clamswitha
newborn’sidentification number prior to

HIPAA implementation, but are not required to
do so until then.

To obtain anewborn’sidentification number,
providersshould check Wisconsin Medicaid’s
Eligibility Verification System (EV'S). Providers
may find moreinformation about accessing the
EVSintheAll-Provider Handbook or onthe
Wisconsin Medicaid Web site at
www.dhfs.state.wi.us/medicaid/.

Note: Wisconsin Medicaid will offer new
optionsfor providersto promptly send a
Newborn Report and receive notification of a
newborn’'sMedicaid digibility, including the
identification number. Further information about
these optionswill be publishedinafuture
Update.

Reporting newbor ns

Hospitals, Medicaid HM Os, physicians, nurse
practitioners, and nurse midwives may report
babiesbornto Medicaid recipientsby submitting
aWisconsin Medicaid Newborn Report form,
HCF 1165, dated 02/03, toWisconsin Medicaid.
Providers may use another form, developed by
the provider, that containsthe sameinformation
as the Newborn Report.
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Wisconsin Medicaid providesan updated
version of the Newborn Report form in the
February 2003 Wisconsin Medicaid and
Badger Care Update (2003-10), titled
“Wisconsin Medicaid revises Newborn Report
form.”

After receiving a Newborn Report, Wisconsin
Medicaid assignsan identification number for
the baby. Providers are required to use this
number when submitting claimsfor covered
services provided to the newborn.

Responsibility for reporting

Physicians, nurse practitioners, and nurse
midwives should submit aNewborn Report
only if the mother isnot enrolled inaMedicaid
HMO and the birth occurs outside a hospital
setting. Otherwise, the hospital or Medicaid
HMO completes the form. If amother is
enrolled in aMedicaid HM O but has her baby
outside the HMO network, the HMO is till
responsiblefor reporting thebirthto Wisconsin
Medicaid.

The Wisconsin Medicaid and Badger Care
Update is the first source of program policy and
billing information for providers.

Although the Update refers to Medicaid
recipients, al information applies to BadgerCare
recipients also.
